THE OPUNAKE MURDER. V 

At the conclusion ; of the inquest on the 
body of Miss Dobbie, ,the jury expressed a 
unanimous opinion that there was no evi- 
dence whatever against Stannard, who got the 
blood on his clothes from a cut on his horse. 
The Coroner. Baid: “I congratulate you. 
You leave this room entirely free without 
■ any stain on your character.” The evidence 
against the Maori prisoner Tuhi was very 
strong, and when asked if he had any state-, 
ment to make he confessed “ I did it.” He 
was fairly warned before he confessed. He 
said, “ It was done by me." Mr Hursthonse 
said, “ Do you know what you have really 
said ? do you know your position!” Tuhi 
said, “ I know ; .1 killed the woman ; it was 
a great sin or crime ; I know it," The ex- 
citement was intense. 1 The interpreter 
faltered and was deeply moved, as was the 
Coroner. The murderer appeared more calm 
than most in Court. .The medical evidence’ 
showed most conclusively that Miss Dobbie 
was not violated. The motive for. the murder 
is entirely unknown,

There 
are indications that more rain may be looked 
for - the land is greedy fnr it, and we lope it 
may come soon and plentifuL 

, The fruit crop this year in the Crom- 
well district gives promise of being the most 
prolific yet gathered. In the township gardens 
the tre©3 are borne to the ground, which 3hows 
that a plentiful and regular water supply is all 
that is needed to bring out the superior fruit- 
growing qualities of the land. Peaches, apricots 
and grapes will be in great abundance should the 
season continue favorable. It is noticeable too 
that in many gardens there is displayed a taste 
for horticulture, and in one or two instances 
plants of rare beauty are cultivated with a care 
that denotes a growing love of nature in one of 
her most pleasing forms. The gardens in and 
around Cromwell will yet be a distinguishing 
feature of the place.

ANNUAL MEETING. 

The twelfth annual meeting of Cromwell 
Athenteum Committee was held in the Town 
■Hall on Thursday last, 26th inst. 
j Mr Preshaw, having been voted to the 
chair, called upon the Secretary to read the 
Reportand Balance Sheet as follows : — 
Annual Report. 

Gentlemen,— O ur term of office having 
expired, it becomes our duty to lay before you a 
report of our actions as managers of Athenaeum 
affairs during the past year. 

L The statement of receipts and expenditure 
shows a balance to ouroredit of L14 18s 8d. The 
total receipts for the year, which are made up 
purely of i subscriptions to the library and fees 
far letting the Athensum Hail, amount to 
L163 16s 8d, of which sum LI30 15s was derived 
flam the letting of Hall, the small sum of L18 
13s 6d representing subscriptions paid — notwith- 
standing that there are 33 names on the sub- 
scribers’ list. The statement of assets and 
liabilities-shows the amount of subscriptions due 
to be L30 15s'. We draw the attention of sub- 
scribers who are in arrears to this paragraph. 
During the year the weekly edition of the 
London Times and the “ Nineteenth Century " 
t— a useful periodical — have been added to the 
reading room. A resident librarian has been ap- 
pointed at a salary of L15 per annum. Books to 
value of 1.60 have been ordered from Britain 
through the Education Department, and we are 
advised that the books left England in October 
and mhy be expected early in January. We 
draw your attention to the handsome asset of L49 
12a 3d which the Education Board has set aside 
it subsidy on hooks purchased by your com- 
mittee. The largest item of expenditure is that 
paid to Mr John Biohards as interest on a loan 
of L500. 

Your committee has made every effort to 
Obtain from the Government compensation for 
the loss of the endowment as a source of revenue, 
with a view to paying off the debts due on the 
Athenmum building ; hut up to the present 
without success. Mr Rolleaton, who was inter- 
viewed on the subject when passing through 
Cromwell in February last, promised to givefull 
consideration to this as well as to the desires of 
the committee with regard to the Lower Flat 
endowment. After vexatious delays and repeated 
applications for the result of ministerial delibera- 
tions on the matter, we were Informed that 
nothing could be done by Government. Your 
Committee has been placed in a most unfortunate 
position with regard to the endowment, which, 
tsp to the present moment, ha3 proved anything 
hot a source of profit. It may be advisable to 
give a very brief sketch of the Bvfents which led 
up to this position. In 1873 the parcel of land 
known as the Lower Flat endowment was 
formally sot aside by the Provincial Government 
as an endowment for the Cromwell Athenaeum, 
and <m the 'security of the rental from thie 
endowment a mortgage of LSOOwas entered into, 
the money so raised Being devoted to the build- 
Ihg of the Hall ; but no rents could be collected 
from the tenants as the Crown Grant had not 
been issued. The correspondence snd minute 
book ihow that the various committees from the 
year 1874 when the endowment was firet Bet 
aside, 1 until the year. 1876, when the Cr6wn 
Grant was first raised, were untiring in tbeir 
efforts to have matters put on a satisfactory foot- 
ing. The Grant being issued in 1876 the com- 
mittee then in office thought itself in a position 
to collect rents from the occupiers of the endow- 
ment, but the latter raised frequent objections, 
And succeeded in protracting matters until the 
flood in September, 1878, which interfered with 
all former negotiatione. The application by the 
committee for compensation for masts caused by 
flood was refused, though the whole circumstances 
were clearly pointed out to Government. In 
1879 an offer of L2 per acre for the whole of the 
endowment — an offer which your committee was 
disposed to consider favorably— was received from 
Messrs Goodger and Perriam. Very strong, hut 
unsuccessful, efforts were made to get the Go- 
vernment to agree to the Sale As nothing could 
be done by Government to settle the business, 
your committee, acting under the advice of a 
liwyer, decided to try the effect of taking legal 
proceedings against the tenants for nse and 
otcnpancy of the Lower Flat from July 1876 to 
date. A solicitor has accordingly been instructed 
to take the uecessary proceedings, and it ia 
thoifght this will bring the whole matter to a 
proper footing. We earnestly recommend our 
successors to press it to an issue, 

- During the past year twelve meetings of com- 
mittee were held, the attendance being as 
follows :— Mr Blood, 5 ; Mr Coiclough, 7 ; Mr 
Dignan, 7 ; Mr Mahouey (new member), 1 ; Mr 
Murrell (new member) 4 ; Mr Preshaw,ll ; Mr 
Jolly, 4 ; Mr Talhoys (new member), 5 j Mr 
MacKellar, 9 ; Dr Stacpoole, 8 ; Mr W right, 8 ; 
Mr Ward, 12. The nuisance and inconvenience 
to subscribers of periodicals and newspapers 
being removed from I he library table still exists. 
We would draw tbe special attention of our 
successors to the necessity of remedying this 
state of affairs. 

With these few remarks and recommendations 

we beg, gentlemen, to tender om- resignations.

Since my last the election for the Mayoralty 
has come and gone. On the great day political 
feeling ran very high, and each candidate put 
his best leg forward,— the result, as you 
already know, being the return of Mr Daniel 
over Mr William Warren. The latter might

It is now rumored that steps are to be taken 
by the defeated candidate to capsize the 
election, but on what gronnds it has not yet 
transpired. It nil! be a great pity if any 
action is taken to put the ratepayers to 
expense, as, goodness knows, “ times won’t 
run it besides, the election was contested 
fairly on the merits, and Mr Warren, occupy- 
ing the position he does in tho town, ought 
to be above taking advantage of any slight 
defect there may possibly be in the legal form 
that has been gone through. In any case I 
should advise Mr Warren to take “ sweet 
counsel,” and only go into law after anight’s 
sleep.

The Engineer’s reports on current con- 
tracts were laid on the table, and read and 
adopted. 

■- «Jrs Jolly and Stronach now put in an 
appearance. 

C'r Fraser said he had that morning visited 
the Alexandra Bridge works, and he thought 
it a very great mistake that other Councillors 
had not done likewise ; they would have seen 
for themselves and be in a better position to 
form an opinion of many rumors current re- 
specting the structure. He was perfectly 
satisfied with the structure and the way it 
was being carried on, but he failed to see the 
utility of the pile-driving for tho eastern 
pier. From what he had seen it was an im- 
possibility to drive some of the piles to the 
full depth, on account of the hardness of the 
ground, many of them bursting and splitting 
in the driving, and he would like to ask the 
Engineer if he was aware of that fact. 

The Engineer, who waa called upon, said 
ha was perfectly aware that the ground was 
hard, and that he had arranged that the piles 
that could not be driven without bursting 
and splitting should be cut off at the top. 

The election of Chairman was then pro- 
ceeded with. 

Cr Pitches proposed, snd Cr Jolly seconded 
— That Cr Pyke, Member for Kawarau, be 
elected to the office of Chairman for the 
current year. 

Cr Fraser said he had no intention of 
opposing the election of Cr Pyke, believing 
him to be the best man in the Council for 
the position, but he felt himself compelled 
to speak so that it could not be said that he 
silently supported the proposition., He 
could not forget what had occurred during 
the past year, nor could he forget being 
accused of shaking of the present candidate 
and late chairman behind his back, but ho 
denied doing so in any spirit of antagonism. 
There was an occasion when be spoke against 
the late chairman for taking what he con- 
sidered an arbitrary course, but that was not 
what he would now refer to. What he 
wished to say was, that he hoped the chair- 
man would in future give a more equitable 
support to the whole County and do justice 
to all the Ridings alike, which he did not 
think he had hitherto done. 

Cr Pyke — So far as the equitable distribu- 
tion of the funds of the Council, if that was 
what Cr Fraser referred to, he could only- 
say it was not in his power to do other than 
carry out the wishes and expend the votes 
of the Council. 

Crs Pitches and M'Ginnis supported the 
candidature of Cr Pyke. 

The motion was then pat and carried un- 
animously. 

Cr Pyke, in returning thanks for the honor 
conferred on him, Baid : — He thanked the 
Council for the very great honor they had 
conferred upon him by electing him as chair- 
man for the fourth time without opposition. 
He was glad that they had done so becanse 
it would give him an opportunity of pulling 
the County coach out of the difficulty. He 
cocepted the honor, but it wae at a sacrifice 
of his own personal interests, as he had had 
offers made to him in connection with the 
press which would much better remunerate 
him. But he felt that it would he cowardly 
to desert the ship in distress. It should not 
be said of him that he stuck to the County 
in the days of its prosperity and deserted in 
the day of adversity. Therefore he was 
willing to give another year to the business 
of the County. During that period he hoped 
to be able to extricate the County from its 
financial difficulties, and that having been 
accomplished, he should retire and ask the 
Coancil to elect some other member as chair- 
man, so that he might be able to attend to 
his own interests. Having then given four 
years to the public he thought it would be 
admitted that he had performed his share of 
local public work. 

. A letter was read from Rabbit Trustees, 
to the effect that unless the County Council 
took steps to reduce the Rabbit Nuisance on 
the Clyde and Cromwell Commonages the 
Trust would have to take the matter in hand.

(Late the Residence of the Governor), 
CONSULTATION FEE BY LETTER, £1. 
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FOREST TREE CULTURE. ■ 



The following interesting paper on above 
important subject, submitted by Or Robt. 
M'Dougall at last week's meeting of Lake 
County Council, has been placed at our 
disposal : — 

The primary cause for having suggested to 
the Council the initiation of this scheme 
[the foreat-tree reserve at Cardrona] and 
which has been so heartily undertaken by it, 
lies in the fact that the County as a whole is 
largely destitute of timber, more especially 
where mining, farming and settlement gene- 
rally has taken root. The consequence is 
that mining particularly, and pastoral and 
agricultural settlement to a considerable ex- 
tent, has been bo severely weighted that in 
many instances properties, although reason- 
ably rich in natural wealth, have failed to 
yield the anticipated returns to which the 
labor and capital invested in them were 
fairly entitled. In. other cases the entire 
abandonment of schemes and desertion of 
localities has been the result. Results of 
this kind have been, are, and most continue 
to be, a loss to the County almost beyond 
calculation. The evils already mentioned 
are purely monetary ones, and although im- 
mense, are but a portion of those existing. 

1 think it cannot be doubted that the clim- 
atic influence due to the clothing of the 
County with timber would result in at least 
a lessening of such disasters as this Council 
had such costly experience in the flood period 
of 1878. The evil then suffered from might 
be so controlled as to become a power even 
for good, inasmuch as the retentive powers 
of forests would more gradually and fre- 
quently cause to be given off that occasional 
excess of moisture we at times experience, 
and which should rather add to the fuller 
productiveness of such a soil and climate as 
we here inhabit. It does appear to me that 
the County Council as at present constituted 
is an organisation better calculated to remedy 
the evils pointed out than any other body 
hitherto existing, Tts rule pervades the ut- 
most limits of the County and its composi- 
tion is local. Any idea therefore bearing 
upon the well-being of the County, and of 
which there can be no manner of doubt, 
should have its heartiest support in practi- 
cally giving effect to it. The scheme now 
under discussion I respectfully submit is one 
of that character.- 

Referring to the mining district of Mace- 
town, it is now a well-known fact that con- 
siderable mineral wealth iB wrapt up in its 
quartz reefs ; but unfortunately for this 
County especially, and the country generally, 
a great portion of it (at least for some time 
to come) will have to remain there. It 
is only mines of excessive richness that can 
bear the present cost of timber required to 
work them and still yield a profit to the 
owners. Where is the mine that can afford 
to pay from 6s to 9s each for an ordinary 
prop unless it be fabulously rich 1 and what 
mine, although fabulously rich to-day, may 
not be somewhat impoverished to-morrow 1 
The impoverishment may reach a point that 
in many districts would still be fairly profit- 
able, but in that of Macetow'n it would 
simply mean collapse. Then, of the several 
mines struggling into existence, how can 
they possibly be developed under present 
circumstances? For years past they have 
struggled, but without making one stride of 
real progress. The same remarks are appli- 
cable to the Upper Shotover mines, though 
possibly they suffer in a leas degree. Fifteen 
miles of the auriferous valley of Cardrona 
though still in its virgin state is a desert 
waste, in great measure owing to the com- 
plete absence of timber. On my first visit 
to Macetown, which was at the opening of 
that goldfield, I found there a great deal of 
good useful timber — timber that sawyers 
worked upon for a length of time, and on 
the very spot or closely adjoining some of 
the present reefing claims. Its former exis- 
tence is the best reply that it can again be 
produced. Then concerning the farming 
interest, we are all well aware how it has 
suffered from the dearth of timber. Note 
the Crown Terrace settlement for instance 
— not a piece of timber on it sufficient even 
to make a walking-stick. Houses, fencing, 
and all other timber pertaining to settlement 
have to be dragged up that stupendous hill. 
It is only men of the herculean type that can 
overcome such difficulties, and the results to 
this Council in the grinding and tearing up 
of its roads in the transit of such material 
will certainly be costly. I do not imagine, 
nor do I wish it to be Inferred, that the 
spotting of the County with timber is to be 
a cure-all for the defects associated with the 
different interests mentioned ; but I do 
think that unless something in that direction 
is undertaken that there is not an interest 
existing within its borders but must continue 
to suffer in some degree. 

The foreBt reserve in Cardrona Valley you 
were good enough to establish is, in my 
humble opinion, well calculated to become 
the source from which the remedy for 
the barrenness T have alluded to is 
to be obtained. It possesses a soil exactly 
similar, and a climate closely akin, to the re- 
mainder of the County. The facility now 
offered for the rapid removal of plants to 
almost any portion of it, and their introduc- 
tion to a soil identical with that in which 
they were propagated must insure success, if 
success is at all attainable. We have merely 
to find nut and produce that class of trees 
suited to the different altitudes and sur- 
roundings where settlement has taken place, 
Travel where you may it is obvious at a 
glance the loss the County is subjected to 
owing to the present barrenness. To say that 
the remedy is of such tardy growth isno reason 
whatever for perpetuating the evil j it is one 



which must be earnestly grappled with, and 
the sooner the better for everybody and 
everything within the County. Every year’s 
detay is sn incalculable loss, and if through 
the agency of this Council a remedy can be 
provided it may justly take credit for having 
removed one of the most serious drawbacks 
to its wellbeing. 

In the great coal mining districts in the 
north of England, the business of tree grow- 
ing is carried on convenient to the workings 
for the sole purpose of supplying the 
necessary timber. As a rule, land of an in- 
ferior class is made use of for the purpose, 
and the double gain is effeoted of profitably 
utilising otherwise worthless land and 
supplying to the mines the necessary timber 
at a minimum of cost. In the Highlands of 
Scotland, lands which a short time ago were 
as worthless as the barren ranges around us, 
are now of considerable commercial value, 
merely because the business of tree growing 
is being carried on upon them. The altitude 
of the various settlements within the County 
range from 1000 to about 3000 feet above the 
coast line. At such elevations, and in such a 
climate no serious difficulty should be ex- 
perienced in the growth of good useful 
timber. In the coal districts of England to 
which I have referred, the class of trees grown 
are chiefly the Larch, Norway spruce, Syl- 
vestris laria, and several of the deciduous 
tribe. In the space of from 12 to 18 years they 
attain a growth of about 12 inches diameter 
at the butt. At this stage how useful would 
such material be to us, without even mention- 
ing the limbs and branches, so useful for 
domestic and other purposes. So far I have 
spoken of the subject merely in its com- 
mercial sense. In another, and possibly a 
higher sense, I venture to think it has claims 
to our favorable consideration. I refer to 
the beautifying effects which would he pro- 
duced upon our otherwise beautiful district. 
Nothing so quickly catches the eye of the 
stranger as the thorough absence of tree 
foliage — the uninterrupted bleak, barren 
desolation so painfully prominent in every 
direction. How different the scene if dotted 
over with a judicious sprinkling of forest. I 
hope yet to see the time when this subject 
will be dealt with as of national importance, 
— when it will be included in the curriculum 
of our public schools. A little practical teach- 
ing under such circumstances would not only 
furnish to the youthful mind the knowledge 
necessary, but would create in it a taste 
which in one generation would remove this 
blot upon our boasted culture. If this 
Council by practically showing the way to 
eradicate the evil, should become the medium 
through which the educational department of 
the country may be impressed with its import- 
ance sufficiently to cause action being taken 
in the direction mooted, it will have per- 
formed at least one act which will largely re- 
dound to its credit. 



BANKRUPTCY LAW AMEND- 
MENT. 



The Select Committee appointed to report on 
above subject commence by expressing their 
belief that the present haukiuptcy laws are open 
to grave abuse and productive of much injustice, 
and that no bankruptcy law will prove satis- 
factory unless based ou the following principles: 
— That the property of a debtor unable to meet 
his liabilities should be immediately placed in 
the hands of his creditors and be realised with 
all convenient speed, the net proceeds distri- 
buted pro rata, provision being made for pay- 
ment of preferential claims in full ; that a debtor 
who has acted honestly should be entitled to an 
immediate discharge, bat a debtor found guilty 
of fraud should be prosecuted criminally ; that 
the legal proceedings necessary to attain these 
several ends should be of as simple and inex- 
pensive a character as possible. After sketching 
the history of legislation on the subject in' the 
Horae country and in this colony, the committee 
proceed to make certain specific recommenda- 
tions, of which we give a few of the more import- 
ant. At! judicial duties, they consider, should 
be performed by Judges of the Supremo or the 
District Courts, as the “conferring large powers 
indiscriminately" on registrars and clerks of 
Court “is likely to be attended with abuse and 
injustice.” An official assignee should be ap- 
pointed in connection with each Court, the 
creditors having the power to appoiut one or two 
trustees to act in conjunction with such officer ; 
all moneys in each estate to be paid into a 
“ separate trust bauk account." Immediately 
on a debtor becoming bankrupt all his property 
should vest in the assignee, who should take 
possession and manage until the first meeting of 
creditors, No deed of arrangement should he 
entered into except under a bankruptcy, and 
only with the consent of a majority representing 
three fourths in value of all the creditors. “Bills 
of sale,” says the report, “ have been the source 
much fraud and injustice it is therefore recom- 
mended that no bill of sale should be valid if 
executed within Bix months of the bankruptcy, 
“except to the extent of a bona fide present 
advance." The system of voluntary settlements, 
the committee also remark, has been “much 
abused. 1 ' Every such settlement they consider 
should be voidable against the trustees, if 
executed within five years of the bankruptcy, 
unless the debtor can prove that at the time of 
such execution he was solvent. Power should 
be given to a Judge of the Supreme Court, with 
or without a jury, to decide all cases of fraudu 
lent preference, and all others affecting the 
validity of bills of sale 3nd settlement alleged to 
have beau executed voluntarily, although ex- 
pressed to be marie for valuable consideration. 
A Judge of the Supreme or District Court should 
have power, on the examination of the debtor, 
to commit him for trial without any other 
preliminary proceedings being taken, and the 
committee further express ths opinion that “a 
Judge of the Supreme Court ana, perhaps, of a 
District Court should have the power of 
summarily sentencing to imprisonment, with or 
without hard labor, any debtor who has been 
proved on his own or other sufficient evidence 
guilty of fraud or other miscouduct." — Star,
